CHATTANOOGA, Septenaber 15, 1:20 a.m.—The 
news of the murder the sheriff of this coun- 
ty andhis depmty. on the East Tennessee 
road, reactved here at half past 4 p.m. Tire 
exefeonmennt became intense, and excited 
crowds were congregated at every corner. The 
urmory of theo®izen soldiery was depleted of 
its muskets, ahd the war days were vividly 
recalled as nen were seen making towards 
the depot wilh muskets on shoulder and car- 
tridve boues strapped around the waist. In 
less ‘than ap hour atter the news was received 
% posse ‘wus aboerd a train on the 
4incinnati Southern hastening to Kingston 
to headif the murderers. Two hours later 
apother train took a company of colored mi- 
litia up the road. The hope is freely and 
loudly expressed here that the murderers will 
be-taken alive. They will have a speedy 
fudgment. The Taylors have an army of 
relates throug rhout the country, and a stern 
resistance wili be made. At least five 
hundred men left different points in Kast 
Tennessee in search of the murderers. The 
sheriti of Loudon county, with fifty men, re- 
ports that he is eight miles behind them. 
The chief of police of Chattanooga, with a 
posse, is at Kingston already. The governor 
isexpected here to-night, and it is thought 
that a reward ten thousand dollars 
will be offered for the arrest of the Taylors, 
The crime is one of the most daring in the 
anials of Tennessee crime. The three men 
bourded the train at Sweetwater, and when 
the train stopped at Philadelphia, the next 
station, whichis no teleg rap ‘office, one of 
three, a brother of the prisoner, dcliberately 
laced a pistol against Conway's ter@ple and 
ope out bis brains heriff Cate fired and 
hit the prisoner, Tay lor, in the arm.

The VUlemas Bowing to the Khedive — Wolseley’s 
March Toward the Pyramids—A Mission to Al- 
exandria—Rejoicings Over the English 
Victory — Entering Cairo, E‘c.

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CORNELL'S PROSPECTS IMPROVING. 


Iie Secures a Larger Number of Delegates in Tues 
day’s Elections Than Folger. 

New YORK, September 12,—{Special dis 
patch to the Philadelphia Press.]|—The oppo 
vents of Governor Cornell certainly do not 
find much consolation in: the results of the 

rimaries held throughout the state of New 
¥ ork to-day for the selection of delegates to 
the republican state convention to be held on 
Wednesday of next week at Saratoga. The 
long and persistent howl! that has been raised 
against the governor by a portion of the press 
here has led many people to believe that the 
fight over the election would simply prove a 
Waterioo for him, and that he would 
go up to the greater fight in the 
convention withaslim following. The tactics 
of his opponent have not, judging from the 
results of to-day, been as productive of a 
charge of sentiment in favor of the adminis- 
tration candidate as was anticipated There 
are 128 districts in the state, and of these 
eighty four held their primaries for the selec- 
tion of delegates to the state convention to- 
day. Up tol0 o’clock tonight the returns 
from these districts showed that the result 
stood as follows: Cornell, 139; Folger, 116; 
Wadsworth, 37; Congressman Wood, of the 
Troy district, 13. J. H. Starin, 8; J. C. Robin- 
son, of Broome, 6; unpledged, 4; total, 323. 
There are = 496 delegates in the 
state convention. It will be seen, 
therefore, that the above total of dele- 
pates ¢ hosen to- day does not quite equal two- 
entire represeotation.

Iam inclined to think, with you, that it weuld 
not have been best for Governor Colquitt to have 
granted the prayer of the petitioners and made the 
appointment, as it would have amounted toe ncth- 
ing but a nomination of the appointee.

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: The university bourd of 
trustees will convene in the Kimball house early in 
November to transact important business. Among 
other matters which will come before the board 
will be the election of a trustee to fill the vaeancy 
caused by the death of the late Senator Hill. As 
yet we have heard of no names mentioned for thi 
honorary positiou—the highest in the state—for a 
great many suppose that the election will be de- 
ferred until the regular annual meeting of the 
board in Athens. The University ot Georgia owes 
its existenceto the untiring efforts and princely mu- 
nificence of grand old John Milledge. He by virtue 


of nis position and because of the circumstances 
attending its foundation was a trustee. He has 
been the only one of the name who has held the 
position. His son was well fitted by na:ure and ed- 
ucation, and possessed the inclination to help the 
uuiversity, but he never was called upon to wear 
the mantle of his father. It is high tine to honor 
the name of Milledge.

BISMARCK ON STATECRAFT. 
Frorz the Pall Mall Gazette. 

From his first appearance in parliament inl849 he 
took care to announce the opinion that: really 
representative government was, in the naure of 
things, impossible, and that the endeavor to»btain 
it was an endeavor to square thecirecle. This one 
side of the attack upon parliamentary instittions. 
Another is the frequent assertion, repeated n the 
reichstag in 1881, that ‘‘the people is tired ofpariy 
politics. Whatit cares about are its practical nter- 
ests: and the party politics which divert itfrom 
exclusive attention to these it finds tedious and 
wearisome.’’ The Germans aré, in fact, ‘‘too 
educated” for constitutional government. ‘We 
are too Critical.’’ (‘Wir sind @u_ kritish’’) 
said the chancellor in 1862, Morewer, 
as he said in 1850, a constitutional govwrn- 
ment is the dearest of all possible govwrn- 
ments, andthe more constitutional itis the nore 
expensive. In 1851 he repeated: ‘‘A ‘progresive 
budget isone of the peculiarities of a constitutiaal 
system.’’ In the non-continuity of a parliamentry 
goverment he foundan argument against givng 
it too much power in 1469... He dwells many tines 
on the weakening of responsibility in agovernmnt 
by majorities and by cabinets. ‘1 consider a giv- 
ernment by cabinet to be essentia)ly a blunder ad 
mistake from which every state should free itsel is 
soon as it possibly can,’ he said in 1869, In te 
saine speech he indicated whet was probably te 
chief reason for his view: ‘‘Any one who has one 
been minister-leader of a government, and Is 
been compelled to come to important decisions a 
his own responsibility, ends by being no longe 


afraid of this responsibility; what he is afraid ot $3 
the necessity of convineing half a dozen other mir 
| isters that what he intends to dois reaily tne righ 
thing to do. Thatis avery differentand a mos 
'formidable task than that of governing a siate. 
| That isa sentence which sufficiently foreshadow 
‘the imperial and imperious minister's dealing 
| with his nnfortunate cabinets, and his views are 
| equ@lly precise on the right relation of a govern 
| ment to parliamentary parties. That the existence 
| of a government is in any way bound up with the 
| predominance of a party he will nowise allow. “Ty 
mnay be necessary,’’ he said in 1874, “aceording tq 
the governmental feeling’ (we thank the chancel- 
lor for teaching us that word) “of his majesty and 
the ministry to go now with one party, and now, 


as circumstances alter. with another.’’ In 1867 
he had ulready said, “a great state is not to be 
governed by party views: whatone has to deo 

balance the sum total of existing parties and from 
the result draw outa line of action which a govern- 
mentas such ean follow.”” This plan of * balan- 
cing” parties, of setting fraction against fraction, is 
just the one which has served the chancellor so 
wellin his campaign against parliamentary gov- 
ernment. Atthe same time heis quite willing to 
maae permanent use of oneof the great parlia- 
mentary parties, on condition thatit will not show 
itself too scrupulous about iis privciples. ‘“‘A eon- 
stitutional government is not possitue,’’ he said in 


1868, “if the government cannot count with full as- — 


surance on one of the greater parties, and that even 
in@matters which ure not, perhaps, altegether 
agreeable to the party in question.’’ The oda thing 
is that the chancellor should nave found parties to 
serve him even on these conditions. 

A GEORGIA WEAKNESS.

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THE STATE ROAD LEASE 


The Question of Ite Ownership and Ite Bend in the 
Courts. 

Yesterday the case of the State road lease 
was called up before Judge Willis, of the 
Chattahoochee circuit. The case was up about 
two weeks ago on a writ of information in 
the nature of a quo warranto issued by the 
attorney general and inguiring by what right 
the Western and Atlantic railroad company 
claimed to be a corporation. In the report of

The 
judge refused to sign the bill of exceptions 
except as ‘ pendente lite” it would not 
stup proceedings.

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KILLED BY A TRAIN, 


Mr. W. Hi. Meigs, a Printer, is Run Over by a Paaa- 
enuger Train at Forsyth Street. 

Yesterday afternoon the incoming passen- 
ver train on the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road ran over Mr. W. H. Meigs. of this city, 
and intlicted injuries which caused his death 
about six o'clock in the evening. Mr. ‘Meigs 
Wasa printer, and for the past six years work- 
ed tor Elsas, May & Co,. Yesterday his em- 
pioyers suspended business on account of it 
being Jewish New Year, and Mr. Meigs gladly 
accepted the holiday. About ten o’clock he 
left home in fine spirits and repaired to the 
home of his daughter in the western por- 
tion of the city, where he remained until 
about 1 o'clock, when he started for his home. 
His route was shortened by traveling the 
railroad track, and his journey was half 
finished when the accident occurred. Just 
before reaching the Forsyth street crossing he 
heard an engine coming up behind him, and 
looking back saw aswitch engine approach- 
ingat a rapid rate. When tis engine was 
first seen it was close upon him, and Mr. 
Meigs jumped from the track without look- 
ing back, and in doing so jumped directly in 
frontof the engine drawing the passenger 
train, which was on an adjacenttrack As his 
feet struck the ground Mr. Meigs discovered 
his new danger, and tried to save himself. 
but was not quick enough. The engine 
struck him with such force’ that 
he was knocked down, but in falling he man- 
aged to throw his body clear of the track and 
escaped instant death, but the wheels of the 
engine passed over both legs, crushing them 
to splinters. The accident was witnessed by 
many persons, who ran tothe injured man’s 
assistance, and by whom hé was placed ona 
Stretcher and carried to Dr. Westmoreland’s 
office, where, it was ascertained that both 
limbs wereso badly mutilated that amputa- 
tion would be necessary.

Eng- 
land towns will simpl% be the rates to the 
ports with the lowest arbitrary known from 
New York, Boston and Providence added 
thereto. The reductions to northern and 
eastern points is considerable while 
the rate to the southern ports” remains 
unchanged. ‘The rate from Atlanta to Bruns- 
wick is 45 cents per hundred pounds, to Sa- 
vannah 45, to Port Royal and Charleston 45, 
to Wilmington 45, to Petersburg, Portsmouth, 
Norfolk and Richmond 56. The rate to Bal- 
timore is 67 cents. The old rate, or rather 
the which went into effeet on the 6th, but 
which issuperseded by this rate, was 89 cents 
per hundred—a reduction of 22 cents per hun- 
dred. The rate to New York and Philadel- 
phia, which has been 94, was reduced to 75, or 
19 cents per hundred less than formerly. The 
old rate to, Fall River, Boston and Providence 
was $1 per hundred. That was reduced 15 
cents per hundred axd fixed at 85 cents. The 
rate from Atlanta applies also to Rome, Dal- 
ton, Chattanooga, Cedartown and Athens. The 
new rate from Macon is as follows: To Bruns- 
wick 40 cents, to Savannah 40, to Port Royal 
and Charleston 40, to Wilmington 40, to Pe- 
tersburg, Portsmouth, Norfolk and Richmond 
53, to Baltimore 64, to New York and Phila- 
delphia 70, to Fall River, Providence and 
Boston 8) cents.

The New Zeland Frozen Meat Export. 
By Telegraph—Press Association. 
DUNEDIN, Tuesday. 


The New Zeland and Australian Land company 
furnish the foliowing particulars received by the 
Suez mail as to the sale of theircargo of frozen meat 
per Dunedin ‘The vessel arrived in London docks 
on the 24th May, and on the 2d.June, about half the 
cargo had been sold at an average of nearly 6'4d 
per pound. The sheep came out of their bags as 
bright as new kiiled mutton, and were declared by 
the Sinithfield salesmen to be simply perfection, 
and worth 9d per pound if not frozen. The lambs 
were grently appreciated, fetching 7d to 7%d per 
pound. The very heavy sheep shipped’ by Mr. 
Shand attracted much attention, but only realized 
5d per pound. One sheep turned the scale at 170 
pounds, and the Londoners could scercely be 
broucht to believe that such weight could be at- 
tained without artifical fattening. 100 sheep were 
sentevery night to Glasgow, and realized rather 
more than in Lundon, about 684d for mutton, and 
844d for lamb. At the same time the Scottish butch. 
ers complained of the weights as being too hpavy. 
Their pigs were considered quite as good as Eng 
lish pigs, and averaged 644d per pound. . It is satis- 
factory to know that there could not be any im- 
provement in the method of slaughteringand seud- 
ing the cargo home, and that the greatest credit is 
due to those who superintended the operations 
here, and to Captain Whitson.
